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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicants' communication paper dated 1/5/05 is acknowledged (See also 
attached examiner's amendment and Interview Summary dated 1/10/05). Together with 
their earlier amendments), applicants have cancelled claims 2-36,38-51,54-64, and 
added new claims 71-87. Therefore, claims under consideration are the claims 
1,37,52,53,65-87, which are renumbered as claims 1-27 respectively. 

4. Applicants have presented the claims, which are definite, and they have clarity. 

5. Applicants' above stated cancellation of claims, amendments, addition of new 
claims and their remarks are sufficient for the withdrawal of rejections made under 35 
U.S.C. 112 paragraph second. 

6. The rejections (see office communication paper dated 7/6/04) made under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) are made moot by amending the claim 1. Additionally, the instantly 
claimed invention teaches the method of use for its compounds wherein the human 
GLP-1 receptor activity is involved. The references of record teach different utility e.g. 
NDMA receptor activity or fungicide or herbicide. Wozniak does not say anything about 
the utility of the compounds described therein. 

7. The closest prior art(s)ref. of record Englehardt et al (DE 2433397) teaches 
Quinoxalinbe, 6,7-dichloro-2- (l-piperazinyl)-monohydrochloride. 

7.1 .1 . The ref. '397 differs from the instant compounds by not having N of instant -NR9, 
and also the -L-A component is absent. 

7.1 .2. The other ref. art of record Page et al (Chemical Abstract DN 129:224913, also 
cited as ACS, Inorganic Cheistry, 367/17,4452-4459(1998) tyeachesquinoxaline, 6,7- 
dichloro-2, 3-di-2-quinolinyk 

Page differs from the instantly claimed compounds by not having bridged similar 
to instant -L-A&-M-B. 

Neither Englehardt nor Page indicate or suggest to arrive at the allowable subject 
matter of invention of Group III. 

7. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
